REPORT ON WOMAN’S WORK.

The Baptist women of the South 
through their organized work have given in the last thirteen 
years, $704,581.00. Last year they gave $54,776.52 in cash 
besides boxes sent to Missionaries valued at $33,353.55. We 
have more than 2,000 Woman’s Aid Societies in our Southern 
Zion and the number is increasing rapidly as the years 
come and go. We bid them God speed. They are doing a 
great work. The money raised by them is not the chief nor 
the greatest factor in their labor of love. They are an example 
to the brethren, an inspiration to the pastors, a stimulus to 
the churches and, under God, a blessing to the world. \Ve 
earnestly entreat them to persevere until there shall be a 
working .li? Society in every church in our Association. 
Secondly, ufitil there shall be completed, an Associational 
organization which through its messengers shall meet wijh 
us in our annual gatherings. When all our women become 
enlisted in spreading the gospel, caring for the orphans, 
reading Mission Literature, and in teaching and helping in 
our Sabbath Schools final victory will not be far away.

REPORT ON PUBLICATIONS, 


The power of the press as a moulder of public opinion 
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has long since been recognized. A political party with no 
strong and influential paper to champion its cause could 
hardly exist, much less succeed. 

Judges of courts, in some instances, have excluded news- 
paper reporters from the bar during the trial of criminal 
cases, lest their too often distorted and exaggerated reports 
should prove prejulicial to the one on trial. In this the 
power of the press for evil is recognized. 

Iivery good cause may be greatly helped by having a 
strong and wisely conducted paper to champion its interests. 
Hence the general work of the denomination in any state is 
helped forward by its state paper more than by any other single 
agency. Therefore the need of its being in as many homes 
as possible. The Foreign Mission work of the denomination 
is greatly helped by the Foreign Mission Journal. The 
Home Field is intended to supply the information needed in 
regard to the Home Mission work. 

In the Orphanage Gem, we have a splendid medium of 
information concerning the Baptist orphanage at Jackson, 
Miss. Added to these, for the general reading, and broader 
information concerning ourX denominational progress, doc- 
trines and practices, we have many excellent papers, and 
other publications, whose mission is more cosmopolitan, and 
is not bound by state lines. 

Your Committee would make special mention of the 
numerous tracts, the purpose of which is to give information 
concerning our Mission work, which can be had for the 
asking, and which should be more generously distributed by 
pastors. 

No one need be without religious and denominational 
books for the home. For large numbers, and at lower prices 
than ever before, are issuing from the presses. 

The Bible, the best of all books, and the cheapest, real 
value considered, should be in the hands of every child old 
enough to read. For the safety of our youth, depends upon 
a knowledge of the Holy Scriptures, and an adherence to 
their teachings. 
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In conclusion, your committee would recommemd a more 
general reading of the sible, our state paper, The Baptist, 


the Foreign Mission Journal, the Home Field and the Orphan- 
age Gem.

REPORT ON STATE MISSONs. 


maState Missions as distinguished from Home and For- 
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eign Mission, has reference to work done within the borders 
of the state, 

The work of the State Mission Board is to supply, as far 
as possible, the destitution within the state, help weak 
churches at important centers, stimulate more generous giv- 
ing to all Missions, and every interest fostered by the denomi- 
nation, by cultivating a broader charity at home first. State 
Missions lie at the very foundation of all missionary opera- 
tions. The disciples were to first preach the gospel at 
Jerusalem, then in India, and farther out in Samaria, and 
finally to the uttermost parts of the earth. 

ltis lise dropping a pebble into: a quiet, smooth lake 
which disturbs the surface of the lake setting in motion a num- 
ber of concentric waves, which widening out finally reach the 
shore. llaving enlisted the churches in state missions, it is 
not hard to enlist them in Home and Foreign Missions. This 
is the scriptural order. First home obligations, and then 
more distant obligations, the latter being the logical outcome 
of the former. 

During the past year there have been at work under the 
State Board about 50 Missionaries. Through their labors 
1073 were baptized. The Board assisted in building 34 houses 
of worship, at a cost of $24,500, and 23 Sunday Schools 
were organized. Number of stations occupied, 136; Bibles 
and Testaments distributed 656; Number of pages of tracts 
distributed 26 000. 

Sut it cannot be expressed in words and figures the great 
good accomplished through the agency of State Missions.

REPURT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS AND REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS 


During the last conventional year, we had 1,439 bap- 
tisms in foreign fields, a larger number than in any previous 
year. We collected and expended $173,439.49, the largest 
amount ever raised in one year before. The Board sent out 
20 new Missionaries. We have now 115 missionaries, and 
171 native assistants, making 286 workers in all. We have 
7 Theological Training Schools, two in China, one in Africa, 
one in Mexico, one in Rome, and two in Brazil, where our 
native preachers are being trained for efficient work. 

The Board distributed during the year 750,000 tracts. 
These tracts are sent free to any church or individual upon 
application. In China a wonderful change for the better is tak- 
ing place. ‘The late trouble there instead of being a setback 
to Missions has given an impetus to our work. The conduct 
of the native Christians during that trying ordeal has called 
the attention of the people to Christianity as probably nothing 
else could have done. In Africa nearly three times as many 
baptisms were reported as in any preceding year. 

In Japan, the people almost as a nation, are willing to 
listen to the claims of Christianity, and even in their national 
colleges Christian scholars are allowed to present the claims 
of the Bible to the students with the approbation of the gov- 
ernment. In Mexico our missionaries are in full sympathy 
and harmony and the work is moving smoothly. Our work 
is making steady progress in Italy. In Rome we have Baptist 
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preaching in our own respective house under the shadow of 
the Vatican, the Pope’s palace, and the old man is very much 
disquieted at the progress of evangelism in the ‘‘Eternal 
City.” Our work in Brazil is progressing so rapidly that our 
workers can scarcely keep up with the advance, and they 
are continually calling for more men. Every year of our 
work has seen an advance over the preceding one. In the 
convention at Ashville last May, it was decided to raise 
$217,000 for this year’s work of which $13,000 was apportion- 
ed to ‘ississippi. ve have large room yet before we can 
count up to the measure of our privileges and duty. For any 
information about the conditions and needs of our work we 
refer you to Brethren A. V. Rowe of Mississippi and R. J. 
Willingham of Virginia. ’ 
H. W. Rockett. 

Some Baptists do not know the difference between State 
and Home Missions; but think they are one and the same. 
The llome Board of the Southern Baptist Convention is 
located in Atlanta, Georgia, F. C. McConnellis the secretary. 
lt has for its field of operations all of the Southern, the South 
Western States, Oklahoma, Indian Territory and the Island of 
Cuba. 

During the last conventional year Mississippi gave to 
this oard in cash $4,465.30 and in the value of boxes sent to 
missionaries on the field $1,006.20, an increase over last year 
in cash of $366, and an increase in the value of boxes sent 
of $189.92. The Home Board does not do any independent 
work in our State; but during the last year, in conjunction 
with our State Board, employed 15 missionaries, paying 
2,300. Yourcommittee realizing the fact that our people are 
sadly ignorant on the line of Mission work, and especially 
so in regard to the work and the needs of the Home Board, 
recommend and earnestly urge that every pastor in the 
bounds of this Association, some time during the year, 
prepare and deliver, to every one of their congregations, a 
sermon on the work and the needs of the Home Board, and 
take a special collection for this work. Send to our State 
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Secretary, stating that it is for the Home Board. Bro. Rowe, 
our beloved and efficient Secretary, in his admirable annual 
report to the State Convention at Water Valley at the close of 
what he had to say in regard to the Board, used these words: 
“The Board asks for larger contributions, that it may meet 
the responsibilities with which it is charged; and we must 
earnestly ask our people of Mississippi to make this the 
greatest year in Home Mission Work.”

SPEECH OF H. W. ROCKETT ON MISSIONS REPORTS. 


Brother Moderator: 

One feature of the question has been passed over unno- 
ticed by the brethren who have preceded me in the discussion 
of this subject: 

1 mean the reflex influence of Mission work on the 
churches themselves. Mission work is not any more a 
question of life and death to the heathen than it is a question 

life and death to the churches. It is a law of God that the 
pie of a church can consist in her activity in Mission work 


as much as it is his law, that in the sweat of his brow a man 


must eat bread. Christ instituted his church for one su- 
preme purpose laid down in the great commission that is to 
proclaim Christ to the world. If she fail in this then her 
life is purposeless and useless, and she is fit only ‘‘to be cast 
out and be trodden under foot of men—death. 

There is no law clearer than this written all through the 
New Testament and no doom more inevitable than that she 
must die. 

My watch was made to keep time and 1 bought it that | 
might know the time. Suppose it does not keep time, to 
what use can it be put? I cannot eat it; I cannot cloth my- 
self with it; | cannot use it to make my environment more 
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pleasant or comfortable; it has failed of tne purpose for 
which it was made, and hence has become useless. So has 
the non-working church, We have an impressive example 
of this in the past expérience of some sixty years. About 
that time the Baptist churches all over this country split on 
the question of Missions. They were about equally divided. 
One part setitself against Missions and any forward move- 
ment while the other turned with renewed effort to progress- 
ive work. The consequence has been that the anti- Mission 
churches have nearly all passed out of existence while the Mis- 
sion churches have increased in numbers and power and influ- 
ence a hundred fold. Thisis the inevitable result under the 
working of divine law.. Let us learn this lesson from the 
sad fate of the anti- Mission churches that church activity is 
’ necessary to church life. Let us keep this truth before us 
lest we forget and we should fail of this great purpose of 


our Lord and he should come and remove our candle stick 
from us.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 


Your Committee desire to submit some points, which 
') many,doubtless will appear to be,repetition; a mere copying 
from the Sixth Annual Catalogue of The Orphanage. In doing 
80, however, it is their hope thereby to emphasize forcefully 
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that such may remain fixed in the minds, in the hearts of our 
dear people. 

We would say, first, for the benefit of any who are not 
familiar with the history of this grand and glorious work and 
institution: That in the very begining, the Board of Trus- 
tees, chose Bro. L. S. Foster Superintendant of the Orphan- 
age, and later elected him President of the Board of Trustees. 
He with his wife, and corps of worthy assistants, have had 
an average of 55 children during the year; and are today, 
} feeding, clothing, nursing and schooling 70 homelesss and 
fatherless boys and girls. £ 
Let us restate that on.the 12th day of May 1897, the 
Orphanage was opened in Jackson in a rented Cottage, with 
oe two boys and their mother as matron. Children began to 
|! come until no more could be received. os 

| | In the fall 1897 to escape the yellow fever the children 
ry (| were moved to West Jackson, the present site of ‘*The Home.”’ 
In March 1898 *‘The Moore Cottage’’ was built, and was soon 
overflowed with children, In the fall of 1898, ‘‘ Buford Cot- 
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tage’’ was built and occupied. The girls were assigned to 
“The Moore Cottage,” and the boys to “The Bufford Cot- 
tage.’’ 


During October Bro. Foster and fourteen others were 
ricken down with yellow fever, but by God’s mercy there 
prras nota death. In the fall of 1899 the yellow fever again 

scourged the city, but again, by God’s mercy, there was not 
a single case in the Orphanage. During this fall of 1899. 
“George Muller Cottage,” a home for the President and 
family, was finished, and entered and occupied by them. On 
November 1, 1899, a marked change came, for on that day 
all rents ceased. 

In September, 1900, another marked event is noted, when 
Miss Ruth Parnell became teacher, since when there has 
‘been a school of forty weeks each year. A great saving in 
health and otherwise. 

During 1901 and 1902 ‘‘Jennings’ Hall,’’ a three-story 
brick building, with steam heating apparatus was built and 
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occupied, thus making room for 125 children. Fur- 
nishings for 12 rooms in ‘‘Jennings Hall’? was aranged for at 
our late Annual State Convention. 

The glory and joy at that arrangement will never be 
forgotten. That hour's work is of record today in heaven 
forsome one. Dear friend, ‘‘is your name written there?’’ 

Brethron, we would now remind you of the lad’s multi- 
plied loaves and fishes, by recalling that in 1897, in the be- 
ginning of this work, only five hundred dollars was in hand, 
but unlike in the parable, in the hands of a lad, this was in 
the hands of a man, and he in service of the ‘‘Father of the 
fatherless.” (Psalms 19: 17). In 1897, in a rented cottage, 
with S500, five years trial and service, yellow fever 
scourge, movings, building, feeding, nursing, clothing, 


schooling homeless and fatherless boys and girls. 
During the five years $36,000 cash has been received. 
The conservative estimate of the present value of the prop- 


erty is $34,000. Chartered in 1-94, in the name of our Board 
of Trustees for the Baptist people of Mississippi, non-taxable 
and unincumbered. It has no endowment fund, and let all 
men everywhere know that it is not a State institution. 

The President ever endeavors to give full information as 
to the work, but he never makes any direct appeals for help, 
preferring to depend entirely and directly upon God for all 
supplies, 

Now, dear people of God! while all this is true, yet your 
committee must truthfully report that there is just now a 
slight shortage in cash for late current expenses. Would 
you help the Lord? If so herein lies your opportunity. Would 
you have pure religion and undefiled before God, then visit 
these orphans in their affliction. (James 1: 27). Remember, 
“He that hath pity upon the poor lendeth to the Lord; and 
~ which he hath given He will pay him again.”” (Prov. — 

¥e'17); 

in conclusion, and in submitting to you this report, your 
committee doth most earnestly ask that this body recommend 
that each Church, Sunday School, Young People’s Union 
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and Ladies’ Aid Society, throughout the bounds of this As- 
sociation, adopt a stated and systematic collection for ‘Our 


Orphanage.”’ Respectfully,

to $13.70 Prayer by Bro. Shuck. Report adopted.
